Last  Septend)er  15 rot  her  Harold, 
(AS.C.  principal,  Avas  interviewed  by  a 
Fort  Wayne  NeAvs-Sentinel  reporter 
about  the  aims  of  our  school.  Brother 
Harold  in  explaining  our  objectives  said 
in  i)art  : 

Tilt-  ,iiiii  (if  tlie  school  i.s  to  preparo  the 
child  t(i  he  ii  moral,  intellectual,  .social 
and  physical  asset  to  his  coniniiiiiiy,  to 
his  state  and  to  humanity  in  general.  .  . 
We  Catholic  educatois  contend  that 
religion  is  something  to  be  lived  as  well 
as  known.  The  science  of  religion  regn- 
lates  our  conduct  and  relations  toward 
others  and  duties  toAvard  God.  There- 
fore, in  Central  Catholic  High  School 
there  is  daily  instruction  in  Christian 
doctrine.

C.  C.  Defeats  Bluffton  in  Night 
Game 


Coach  l>ill  Barrett  was  justly  opti 
inistic  at  the  beginning  of  the  football 
season  even  though  he  lost  several  val- 
uable men,  such  as  Captain  Kelty,  Shea, 
Haley,  Kane,  Zehendner — all-City  cen- 
ter,, Higgins,  Don  Romary,  Rebnian  and 
many  reserves.  The  large  and  fast  vet- 
erans, together  with  the  great  number 
of  new  men,  were  expected  to  produce  a 
team  well  worthy  to  represent  Central 
Catholic.  We  won  our  tirst  game  which 
was  against  Bluffton  and  then  w^ere  all 
set  for  an  apparently  successful  season. 
But  somehow  or  other  the  team  didn't 
get  the  touchdown  fever  and  we  trailed 
behind  our  opponents  for  the  rest  of  the 
season.
